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U.S. Man On Moon Possible 


Expert Says 
Russia Can 
Be Beaten 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 
A chief space planner in the 
Eisenhower administration, 
hailing President John F. 
Kennedy's call for a step­ 
ped-up space program, says 
the United States ran heat Rus­ 
sia to the moon. (See also 
rocket series story, page 5.) 
But. warned Trevor Gardner, 
former Air Force under secre­ 
tary, it will take a substantial 
out lav of money and undoubt­ 
edly human lives. 
Gardner told a joint meeting 
of the Institute of Aerospace 
Sciences 
and 
the American 
Rocket Society yesterday Ken­ 
nedy's call for a program to put 
an astronaut on the moon **is a 
dramatic, necessary and timely 
reversal of the trend 
of the 
United States being behind. 
“He (Kennedy) now offers us 
the leadership and the oppor­ 
tunity to erase 
the 
familiar 
phrase, ‘we are behind,’ from 
the blackboard of time.” viard- 
ner said. 
Later, in a press conference, 
he said he did think that Ken­ 
nedy was more aware of the 
possibilities of space than his 
predecessor. 
“ But I think this is not a po­ 
litical judgment at all,” Gard­ 
ner said. “ A technological war 
is being waged—it's erupting 
all around us.” 
Gardner, who was under sec­ 
retary for research and devel­ 
opment in 1955-56, 
said 
the 
seven to nine billion dollars 
asked by Kennedy was a lot of 
money, but 
little 
enough to 
spend for the goal. 
“The moon, for instance, of­ 
fers real estate that's better 
than some over which wars i 
have 
been 
fought,” he said. j 
Gardner added that the sum 
asked by 
the 
president was 
only one-fifth what Americans 
spend annually on amusement. 
As 
for human 
resources, 
Gardner said: “ I’m sure we’re 
going to kill a lot of men in 
this business. Many other good 
men have 
died 
testing air- 
planes, submarines and other 
devices. 
He called for an immediate 
program to develop a big boost­ 
er, saying it didn't matter whe­ 
ther military or civilian agen­ 
cies built it. 
“We can’t rationalize or ar­ 
gue our way into space.’’ he 
said. “ We've got to have the 
boosters. Russia has boosters 
that will orbit 10.000 pounds 
now and we've 
been 
toying 
around 
with orbiting 4,000- 
pound payloads ”

Now. in Communist East Ger- 
many the regime tells house­ 
wives that work is a patriotic 
duty, a jov and a social must, j 
Ttys propaganda campaign is 
aimed at recruiting housewives | 
to fill employment gaps pro- j 
duced hy the flight of 3.5 mil­ 
lion refugees to the West.

The Continental Congress adopted 
the Stars and Stripes as our American 
flag on June 14, 1777, approximately 
a decade before the U. S. Constitution 
was adopted. 
The Revolution had been underway 
for two years with the various colonial 
forces fighting for independence under 
their respective state flags. 
So our flag, like our nation, was born 
of the struggle against oppression. Our 
constitution was rooted in the revolu­ 
tionary Declaration of Independence. 
Our

influ­ 
enced us as a nation and our nation 
was viewed by most of the world as 
inseparable 
from 
our 
revolutionary 
heritage until quite recently. 
At some point in our national his­ 
tory— about

generation 
ago — we 
underwent 
an

That is, we didn 
time. 
But within the period of a genera­ 
tion, the world has come to recognize 
the change. In many areas of the 
world, among many of the world's 
downtrodden and subjugated peoples, 
the Stars and Stripes is no longer the 
symbol of hope. 
In some places now 
among some pleople it has become a 
hated symbol. 
It is easy for us to blame it all on 
the Communists. 
They misguide, mis­ 
represent and mislead everybody every­ 
where.

But truth is the most powerful of all 
weapons. 
If it were a simple fact that 
the U. S. A. has always and is always 
on the side of people seeking freedom, 
that truth would be our most powerful 
ally. 
But 
unfortunately 
as we 
became 
more powerful and more sophisticated 
in the ways of world diplomacy, we got 
ourselves into some positions that just 
don't square with our traditional desire 
to help everybody attain liberty and 
freedom from want. 
Since 
World 
War II 
especially— 
through Democratic and Republican ad­ 
ministrations alike— we have allowed 
ourselves to act on the basis of opposing 
communism rather than on the basis 
of helping people in political and eco­ 
nomic bondage throw off their shackles. 
In 
this 
larger 
respect. 
President 
Kennedy was right when he campaigned 
on the platform of recognizing the need 
for restoring a n d rebuilding U. S. 
prestige around the world. 
Thus far the Cuban debacle has prob­ 
ably done more to defeat that aim than 
other actions have done to achieve it. 
vSo the net progress so far is prob­ 
ably a negative total. 
But the Kennedy 
administration still has three and a half 
years to go. 
Let us hope the trend can 
be reversed. 
Let us hope that Old Glory once again 
becomes the symbol of hope and en­ 
couragement for oppressed people the 
world over.

\nd finally, if one would 
take the trouble to visit the 
“ free and public law library” 
in the court house, they would 
find that: 


The Roard of Supervisors 
operate under the authority 
of statutory and California 
Constitutional Law, and are 
charged with a variety of ad­ 
ministrative 
and 
executive 
duties and also exercise some 
judicial and legislative pow- 
ers, 
\nd with regard to the 
power nf a county hoard to 
rescind its action in appoint­ 
ing an officer, it has been held 
that a board is not prohibit­ 
ed from rescinding or revok­ 
ing such appointment at will.” 


Also, 
“the right of initia­ 
tive and referendum is limit­ 
ed to acts which are purely 
legislative in character, and 
does not 
include executive, 
administrative, 
or 
judicial 
matters.” 
Thus it would appear that

Graduation Speakers Should Urge 
Progress Rather Than Conformity 


THIS IS graduation week 
In Marin. 
Between now and the end 
of the week, all the public 
high schools and most of the 
eighth grades will he holding 
exercises in which the grad­ 
uates are launched 
bravely 
upon the world with fulsome 
oratory. In many cases the 
school principal and superin­ 
tendents will do the orating 
(which seems to me to be 
shortchanging the graduates 
a hit; they’ve been exposed to 
these peoples’ notions pretty 
thoroughly while in classes!. 
Eighth 
grade 
graduation 
means little any more. There 
was a time not so long ago 
when eighth grade represent­ 
ed the maximum educational 
level for a ma jority of Ameri­ 
cans, and an eighth grade di­ 
ploma was of some import­ 
ance. That time has gone, but 
in 
Marin 
only the 
Novato 
schools, have recognized the 
change by doing away with 
eighth grade graduation pro­ 
grams. 
The high school diploma is 
diminishing in value year by 
year. There is an inflation in 
diplomas—as in many things. 
The time seems not so far 
away when nothing short of a 
Ph. D. will qualify anyone 
for any sort of specialized job 
outside the jurisdiction of the 
trade unions. But as yet, a 
majority of Americans still do 
not graduate from any insti­ 
tution beyond high school. 


1 WONDER IF any of the 
speaker« 
at 
Marin’s 
high 
school graduations will dare, 
as Gov. Edmund G. Brown did 
last week at a college com­ 
mencement, to urge the grad­ 
uates not 
to fear non-con- 
formitv. If so, no dougt it will 
come as quite a shock to the 
bright-eyed 
seniors. 
Under 
California’s statewide educa­ 
tional policies, they have had 
it drummed into them well 
for 12 years that getting along 


with people is as important 
as learning. “Life adjustment” 
has been given equal value 
with mastery of language and 
mathematics 
and 
consider­ 
ably more value than knowl- 
edge of history. 
This has equipped the grad­ 
uates quite well for getting 
and holding jobs. They should 
have little trouble conform­ 
ing to the mores of the sub­ 
urban subdivisions In wdiich 
most of them will live. They 
know 
how 
to 
conform. 
It 
should be possible to count on 
them to belong to the “right” 
clubs, take part in the “right” 
do-good activities, read 
the 
“ right” books, and drink the 
“ right” drinks. Their patios 
will be much like their neigh­ 
bors’ patios, and their swim­ 
ming pools like their neigh­ 
bors’ swimming pools. 


THIS IS FINE for preserv­ 
ing the status quo. Unfortun­ 
ately, the nation dedicated to 
preserving the status quo is 
fated to decline. 
A great truth w’as well put 
by Raymond B. Fosdick when 
he W'rote: 
“ It is always the minorities 
that hold the key of progress; 
it is always through those 
wrho are unafraid to be dif­ 
ferent that advance comes to 
human society.” 
I hope that some of our 
high school graduation speak­ 
ers may see fit to remind the 
eager youngsters of this. 
Some of them might men­ 
tion also that today is the 
IRih anniversary of a notable 
victory for non-conformists. 
On June 14, 1943, the United 
States Supreme Court ruled 
that requiring pupils in pub­ 
lic schools to salute the Amer­ 
ican flag violates the Bill of 
Rights. The victory was for 
Jehovah’s Witnesses, a sert 
that should be respected be­ 
cause it places higher value 
upon its deeply held beliefs 
than upon the painless noth­ 
ingness of conformity.

Supreme Court Decision Will Be 


Powerful Weapon Against Reds 


WASHINGTON— After 
11 
years of litigation 
the Su­ 
preme Court has at last put 
into the hands of the govern­ 
ment 
a 
powerful 
weapon 
against the Communist party 
in the United States. 
In the minds of some peo­ 
ple there is anxiety that this 
decision undermines the con­ 
stitutional 
rights 
of 
free 
speech, 
free assembly, and 
the privacy of political beliefs 


In my judgment it does no 
such thing. But the question 
should he fairly fared and an­ 
swered. 
To answer this anxiety it is 
necessary to see what the 
court has not done as well as 
what it has done, 


The decision does not out­ 
law' the Communist party. It 
does not make it, illegal to ad­ 
vocate Marxism. It. does not 
make it 
illegal to «advocate 
any political theory, except 
the active overthrow of the 
government by force. It does 
not 
give Congress the right 
to outlaw any group merely 
because 
such 
a 
group 
es­ 
pouses 
unpopular 
ideas. 
It 
leaves with the American peo­ 
ple the responsibility to coun­ 
ter Communist ideas in the 
market place of free speech. 


THE 
SI PREME 
C OURT 
ruling reaches to the heart 
of the evil of the Communist 
party. The promise of the d e ­ 
cision is that the Communist 
party is an agent of a foreign 
pow'or 'the Soviet Union) and 
on this point it supports the 
central findings of the Sub­ 
versive 
Activities 
Control 
Roard which was set up by 
Congress in 1950 to adminis­ 
ter the Smith Act. 


Recause 
the 
Communist 
party is an obedient instru­ 
ment of the Soviet Union — 
not an American political par­ 
ty loyal to the United States 
- the Supreme Court has, I 
believe, rightly ruled: 


That it must register pub­ 
licly as an agent of a foreign 
powTer. 
That the Communist party 


must 
list 
its 
officers 
and 
members. 


That 
it 
must 
name 
the 
sources of its finances, ac­ 
count 
for its expenditures, 
and identify all its publica­ 
tions. 


That 
heavy penalties ran 
hr imposed for failure to do 
tliev.r things. 


In a related decision the 
court also ruled that it is a 
crime to he knowingly a mem­ 
ber of any party which ac­ 
tively advocates the forcible 
overthrow of the government. 


WHY IS THIS a powerful 
weapon which can greatly im­ 
mobilize the Communist par­ 
ty? Its power is total disclos­ 
ure and total disclosure can 
be devastating. 
It means that the Commu­ 
nist party cannot legally re­ 
ceive funds without disclosing 
the source. It cannot legally 
accept members without dis­ 
closing their name«. It cannot 
legally spread its propaganda 
without disclosing its spon­ 
sorship. 
Of course, the Communist 
leadership will try to evade 
the lawf. That is its nature. 
But it will be difficult for It 
to function effectively under 
these restrictions. The Com­ 
munist leaders will be in the 
toils of the F.B I. a great deal 
of the time. Their finance* 
will be hard to come by. Their 
propaganda will be hard to 
spread surreptitiously. 
Naturally the Communist 
party screams and squirms 
over this Supreme Court de. 
vision. It rants that the den- 
sion is 
“a blow against de­ 
mocracy and the American 
Constitution”— both of w-hich 
its wants to destroy. 
Some say that this action 
will 
drive 
the 
Communist 
party underground. My judg­ 
ment is that the Communist 
party 
is 
already 
operating 
underground to the rull ex­ 
tent of its capacity. It will now 
find 
it 
harder 
to operate 
above 
ground and under­ 
ground.
